On Wednesday, Eebruary 26, 2014 a Regular Meeting - Video of the Illinois Gaming Board 
(“Board”) was held on the 5* floor at 160 N. LaSalle at the Michael J. Bilandic Building, 
Chicago, Illinois. The Open Session on Video Gaming started at approximately 10:27 A.M. 
Present were Members Lee Gould, Maribeth Vander Weele and Michael Holewinski. Chairman 
Aaron Jaffe participated via telephone. 

APPROVAL OF MINUTES - 

Member Gould moved that the Board approve the open session minutes of its Regular 
Meeting of January 15, 2014. Member Vander Weele seconded the motion. The Board 
approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT - 


The Administrator stated that over 4,300 locations have been licensed, with 3,777 that are “live”. 
There are over 15,137 machines in these locations. Staff had a conference call with the terminal 
operators referencing illegal gambling pertaining to the Super Bowl. On the weekend in 
question our investigators made spot checks at the licensed locations and found illegal gambling. 
Disciplinary Complaints will be issued today along with a fine. Additional discipline up to and 
including revocation will be considered in the future for illegal gambling. 

PUBLIC COMMENTARY - Illinois Association of Licensed Terminal Operators 

Scott Eerguson introduced himself to the Board and stated that the association’s membership 
consists of licensed terminal operators.
